Foz in ſickneſſe a hoꝛſe is a very tender beaſt and heauie to 
any labour: therefoze whenſoeuer pe haue laboured them, 
walke them after loꝛ taking cold till they be in god temper, 
then trulfe them with ſtraw (as afoꝛeſatd) fo2 taking cold. 

Foz thereby bꝛerdes many diſeaſes in a hole, which diſeaſes. 
and remedies ſhall here follow. 
Here J wil returne g ſpeake ſomwhat of remedies againſt
